Settlement 
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Niagara Falls, Ont., June 9.—Mexico 
will not be asked by the United States 
to pay war indemnity. The Huerta 
government has learned through the 
American delegates that the Wilson 
administration will be content to have 
fret up in Mexico a stable government 
to succeed Huerta rule. 

An intimation that the United 
States would not demand reparation 
for the losses Sustained at Vera Cruz 
or expect to be recouped for the enor- 
mous expenditures already made in an 
atternpt to pacify Mexico, was given to 
the Mexican delegates soon after the 
conference opened. This made {t easy 
for the opposing delegates to meet 
harmoniously. It was responsible 
largely for the ease with which a gen- 
eral understanding was reached be- 


tween them and lent consistency to the 
American demand that consideration 
be given to the constitutionalists’ cause, 

The submission yesterday of the Am- 
erican plan, accompanied by verbal 
sklatements by the delegates from the 
United States, removed all doubt that 
that country was not disposed to make 
any unnecessary drain upon Mexico's 
already depleted finances. 


The American Plan. 

The mediators today submitted to 
the Mexican delegates the counter pro- 
posals of the American government for 
the pacification of Mexico. The Am- 
erican plan is with few modifications 
the same as that which the mediators 
and Mexican delegates recently agreed 
upon and which General Huerta ap-

Program of Proceedings. 

The program of the proceedings is 
about as follows: 

Within a day or two the Mexican 
plan and the American plan will have 
been dovetailed into one and a full con- 
ference of all parties will be called. 

Final approval is not expected im- 
mediately from either party, however, 
as the mediators then will ask the 
American delegates to ascertain the at- 
titude of the constitutionalists, This 
may proceed through the Washington 
Kovernment or any manner the dele- 
kates choose, The mediators will take 
au brief recess in the meantime. 

Should there be any new suggestions 
from the constitutionallsts the United 
States’ government will endeavor to 
arrive at @ compromise with them, 
When an agreement Is reached the re- 
sults will again be placed before the 
mediation board and the Huerta dele- 
rates, 
constitutionalists are willing to discuss 
the peace plan with the American gov- 
ernment an agreement can be reached 
in a short time as the program already 
makes provision for Hberal particl- 
pation by the constitutlonalists In the 
new provisional government. 

Correspondence Ends. 

The correspondence between the 
mediators and the constitutionalists is 
expected to be brought to an end in 
another day or two, The mediators are 
insistent on their original terms, de- 
claration of an armistice and broad- 
ening the discussion from international 
fo Internal questions. The constitution- 
‘lists are willing to meet the mediators 
on @ satisfactory basis as to the latter 
point, but they are absolutely deter- 
mined against declaring any armistice,

plan for the pacification of Mexieo.

agreed to by the Huerta government. 
It conternplates the establishment at 
the earliest date practicable of a new 
provisional government ‘in Mexico 
City which would conduct general 
elections for a permanent government. 

The plan, written by the American 
delegates, after consultation with the 
Washington government, is brief and 
includes several counter propositions, 
of which the Huerta delegates will be 
advised today. From the mediators 
themselves it became known that the 
difficulties In the two plans are slight. 


A full eonference of all details and 
mediators is planned for today or 
Wednesday. This is for the formal 


consideration and final drafting of the 
protocol. 

Although the question of whether the 
Antilla would be permitted to land her 
ammunition at the constitutionalist 
port of Tampico was not finally dis- 
posed of yesterday, the Mexican dele- 
gates let it be known that while they 
hoped the cargo in some way would 
be returned to New York, they were 
not disposed to interrupt mediation 
even if the ammunition were landed, 
The blockade infused a spirit of opti- 
mism everywhere, for the situation 
Sunday was threatening and overcast. 

The mediators announced last night 
they will make public all the corres- 
pondence that has passed between 
them and General Carranza or. his 
agents. No explanation was made of 
the decision to give out the several

London, June 9,—‘Let thein die” is 
becoming a rather popular slogan in 
connection with the “hunger striking" 
suffragettes since the public has be- 
come so profoundly resentful of the ac- 
tions of the militant women. 

It was reported today that the pfov- 
ernment intended to Introduce legis 
lation to indemnify the prison author- 
ities against the consequences of al- 
lowing suffragettes to starve them 
selves to death while in prison

people, including clergymen, on the 
subject, and all of the latter who are 
quoted by the newspaper express them 
selves in favor of the proposal,

POSTAL RATES ON 
NEWSPAPERS NOT TO 
EXCEED 1’c PER LB. 


Ottawa, June $—An amendment to 
the new postal bill was presented to 
the senate last night by Hon, Mr. 
Lougheed, the government leader, He 
stated that it had been prepared at a 
meeting at which the premier, the 
postmaster-coeneral and representatives 
of the press were present, While it 
did not go as far as had been at first 
asked by the press, it represented con- 
siderable concessions by the govern- 
ment, The amendment fixes a mani- 
mum of a cent and a half a pound on 
the rates which may be charged for 
the postage of newspapers and periodi- 
cals nnd specifies that the rates may 
be graded according to distances and 
a zones of transportation. It pro- 
vides that the postmaster general can 
fix newspaper and periodical rates 
only with the approval of the tremeury 
board and after such hearing of any 
person Interested as the treasury board 
may direct:

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THE AMERICAN SETTLER AND 
THE NATURALIZATION BILL. a 
The prairie provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan W ill 
be specially hit by the amendments to the Naturalization law 
of Canada. To the new settlers who are coming to this coun- 
iry from the United States it is as unjust as it is undesirable to 
dény them the right of British citizenship until they have com- 
pleted five years of residence ii this country. Only a few 
generations ago the people of the United States were part of 
the British Empire and it was only the act of a short-sighted 
ministry in denying to the American people the rights since 
freely given to other parts of the Empire that caused the estab- 
lishment of the new republic. In speech, in ancestry, in modes 
of life and habits of thought the people of the United States 
do not differ, except perhaps in so far as economic conditions 
differ in the two countries, from ourselves. The people trom 
the south are today playing a large part in the building up of 
these provinces. The United States farmers are among our 
vest agriculturalists and are for that reason especially welcome 
in the western provinces. Is it fair to say to the American Citl 
zens, who have decided to’ make Canada their home and who 
have been playing a useful part in the life of the west, “that, 
therefore, we will require you to remain for two years long- 
er—five years in all—and deny you the right of exercising 
your franchise?” To increase the period of probation seems 
like an indictment of the American settlers who have in the 
past thrown in their lot with Canada, and are now British 
subjects. 
During the next few years it is reasonable to expect that, 
unless harsh discriminations are made and obstructions placed 
in their way, Alberta and Saskatchewan will receive a large im- 
migration of people from the United States—chiefly farmers 
and their families. These settlers when they come here, will 
naturally seek the right to buy as cheaply as they can and sell 
in the dearest markets, which means that they will vote for 
wider markets on the first opportunity. Immigration of 
United States farmers to Alberta and Saskatchewan will in- 
rease that growing body of public opinion in the west which 
will sooner or later break down trade barriers and remove 
restrictions that lessen the fruits of their toil for the people of 
the prairies. Under those circumstances it is not surprising 
that the Borden government is desirous of putting off, as long 
as possible, the day when the west will be able to swing the 
vote of the dominion. 


WHEAT SUPPLY ON THE 
WORLD'S MARKETS. 

Prospects for the Canadian wheat farmer getting a better 
price for his wheat this fall are apparently good. Largely in- 
creased production is expected both in this country and in the 
United States, but there are other factors which influence the 
market and which are responsible for the firm tone which at 
present prevails. The visible supplies of American wheat are 
on the United States markets 10,000,000 bushels less than a 
year ago, the reasons given being larger exports, increased 
quantities for seed and home consumption and a large feeding 
of wheat to animals to take the place of corn. The Argentine 
crop is placed at 118,000,000 bushels against 198,000,000 
bushels in 1913; India shows a reduction in the area under 
wheat amounting to fourteen per cent. of last year’s crop area, 
with a probable decrease of 45,000,000 bushels. European 
visible supplies are 13,000,000 bushels smaller than a year ago. 
Australia is about the only country which can report a consider- 
able increase, with acrop of 114,000,000 bushels against 
95,000,000 bushels last year. 

Last year, when the Canadian west reaped a splendid har- 
vest, the prices were none too good and the reason given was 
the large production of wheat in other parts of the world. If 
the western farmer does not get an adequate price for the good 
wheat he has to sell this year it will be up to the elevator com- 
panies to explain the reason why

Toronto, June 9—The issuance of a 
manifesto to the electors of the pro- 
vince by N. W. Rowell, leader cf the 
liberals, was the chief feature of the 
Ontario election campaign today. At 
a meeting in Fort William the leader 
of the opposition announced to the peo- 
ple of the province the planks of the 
policy which he seeks to have them 
endorse, After dealing briefly with 
workmen's compensation, the good 
roads movement, the hydro-radial pro- 
posals of the government, education 
and agriculture, Mr. Rowell more elab- 
ofateiy enunciated his abolish-the-bar 
policy. In the course of his remarks 
on the temperance question the liber- 
al leader declared: 

“In nine-tenths of the municipalities 
of Ontario our policy means the com- 
plete abolition of the retail sale of 
liquor.” j

SENATOR COFFEY 
DIES FROM HEART 
FAILURE AT HOME 


London, Ont, June 9.—Senator 
Thomas Coffey died here tonight at his 
home, Heart disease was responsible 
for the death of Senator Coffey, who 
had been confined to his bed for some 
time. 

The late Senator Coffey, who was 
in his,72nd year, was” well known 
throughout the Dominion as the editor 
and proprietor of the Catholic Record 
of this city, which he founded {n 1878, 
and conducted up to the last. He was 
born at Castle Connell, Limerick 
county, Ireland, coming to Canada with 
his parents when a child. He was edu- 
cated In Montreal and tn this city, en- 
tering the newspaper business as a 
Journeyman printer, The deceased had 
held high offices In the Catholic Mu- 
tual Benefit association and was one 
of the stalwarts of the Roman Catholic 
church In Canada. He was honored 
by Ottawa untversity with the degree 
of 1.L.D, in 1901 and was called to the 
senate by Lord Minto In 1903. His 
name had frequently been mentioned 
In connection with a cabinet position 
under Sir Wilfrid’ who was an intl- 
mate friend of the deceased.

Harrowing Details’ of Tragedy 
Enacted at Bigg’r Dis- 
closed in Court. 


Prince Albert, June 9,—In a fit of 
anger, seizing a shot gun which lay 
near, John Treland, a farmer of the 
Biggar district, on the afternoon of 
May 4, shot and killed his wife, Jesasle 
Ireland, in full view of his wife's sister, 
and immediately afterward attempted 
to commit suicide by drinking  car- 
bolic acid, according to evidence given 
on the stand at the preliminary hear- 
ing of a murder charge preferred 
against Ireland at Biggar. The ac- 
cused, who has not yet fully recovered 
from the effects of the acid, has been 
committed to the Prince Albert jail 
to stand trial by a judge and jury at 
the next sitting of the supreme court. 

Details of the tragedy as disclosed 
in court are of the most harrowing 
nature, For some time past, accord- 
ing to the evidence, the deceased 
womin had supported her husband end 
herself by teaching at a nearby school 
Ireland, himself, was, by the loss of 
his left arm, incapacitated for any 
work on tho farm but the lightest 
“chores,” and almost entirely depend- 
ent upon his wife’s bread winning, Ac- 
cording to the testimony of witnesses, 
the couple had not Hved happily to- 
gether in recent years, and the ac- 
cused, possessed of a violent temper, 
frequently assaulted his wife, and she 
had threatened to have Aim bound over 
to keep the peace the night before the 
killing, 

Mrs, Margaret Clay, sister of Mrs. 
Ireland, had been living with her rela 
tives on Treland's homestead, During 
practically the whole of that time, said 
Witness, the accused had shown hinm- 
self quarrelsome and had atruck both 
his wife and his sister-in-law,
